However, the boys, sparked 
by tremendous desire and team spirit, went all the way to 
win SWOSSA “AA” and finished fifth in the all-Ontario 
tourney at Guelph. 



The football team fared no better than the girls’ volley¬ 
ball teams, enduring a winless season. The golf team failed 
to win any tournaments, as did the tennis team, an inter¬ 
school team at LDSS for the first time. The cross-country 
team, bolstered by the 100-Mile Club, fared well, gamering 
championships in both girls’ and boys’ divisions. The soccer 
team provided a pleasant surprise, fighting to within one- 
half game of a 500 season after enduring two winless 
seasons. 

In basketball, Leamington had an immensely successful 
season. The Junior Girls, with a victory in their last game, 
would have had to play off for the ECSSA championship. How¬ 
ever, fate stopped them short. The Senior Girls, on the 
other hand, used a one-point victory in their final regular 
season game to force a play-off with General Amherst. The 
Junior Boys, under the guidance and basketball brains of Mr. 
Luvisotto and Mr. Pollard, breezed through the ECSSA season 
with a perfect record. The Senior Boys, backed by the 
tremendous confidence of Mr. McAdam, scored a last game to 
come from behind victory to force a playoff with Belle River 
for the ECSSA laurels. The spirit on the teams and the fan 
support before the playoffs were tremendous, and all the 
teams were expected to do well in further competition. 

The 1968-69 athletic year at LDSS may be summed up as 
successful, not only because of the championships captured, 
but because of the tremendous spirit that all the teams had. 
Sportsmanship and a strong desire to win run through all the 
Leamington teams. Not one squad was carried by a single man, 
but rather a team effort was exhibited by every athlete. 

Team spirit, the main ingredient in any athletic program, 
was the outstanding mark of the teams from LDSS.
